SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the Untitled video recording known as Love Game 
as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the video recording tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. Most of the participants in the 
sexual activity presented have adolescent facial features and appear to be in their mid¬ 
teens. The voice over in the video introduces the young people as “kids”. Effort has 
been made throughout the publication to present these teenagers as such, by 
depicting them in clothing associated with young teenage boys and girls for the 
arousal of the viewer. 

The publication promotes and supports the idea of young persons as legitimate sexual 
partners to adult viewers. One scene presents an older couple engaging in sexual 
intercourse with a young female. The contrast in age, size and body shape is obvious 
(the young female being much smaller and youthful in appearance). The young 
female is the focus of the sexual activity and the older couple appear to obtain 
particular sexual gratification from her participation enhancing the publication’s 
exploitative manner. 

Section 3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 overrides 
the considerations of si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, as s3(2) is a 
deeming provision. As such it cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with si4 
of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act. 
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
